No blacket or more bold-faced prevarication was ever published. 
Mr. Bouillon’s own neglect is the cause of the bad water supply and 
Maclean's attempts to get the city good water are a matter of record. 

_ ‘The difficulty at the pumping station is not that the filter will 
not work, even in its present condition, but that the pumping plant 
is not in order, and over this branch Bouillon himself has had com- 
plete control. 

Just as an indication of the bungling from which the city has 
suffered one instance is worthy of recitation. Until a week ago the 
pumping station was so arranged that a three million gallon pump, 
working at considerably less than its normal capacity, lifted the 
water into the sedimentation basin, but a pair of four-million gallon 
pumps lifted it out of the sedimentation basin into the Alters and a 
six million gallon pump pumped the water out of the clear water 
basin into the city mains. In other words, the plant was so designed 
that a three-million gallon pump at the intake had to feed a six 
million gallon pump at the outlet, and when it failed to do so the 
only possible source of supply was to put the big pump to work 
pumping dirty water from the river. 

It is a matter of record that the waterworks superintendent 
months ago did everything he knew how to have this condition of 
affairs changed, and the developments show that it was because Mr. 
Bouillon did not carry out the superintendent's recommendation 
that the greatest part of the difficulty occurred. 

Bouillon undertakes to make great capital for himself out of the 
fact that the sedimentation basin cannot be used to its full capacity, 
and he intimates that he will have this fixed if the public will give 


him a few months longer.
